‘Test’  Talks 
May  Lead 
To  Summit 


GENEVA,  May  27—  (UPI)  — 
The  United  States.  Britain  and 
Russia  resume  work  today  on 
a nuclear  test  ban  treaty  that 
could  provide  the  first  step  back 
':oward  the  summit. 

Delegates  of  the  three  major 
nuclear  powers — U.  S.  Ambas- 
•ador  James  J.  Wadsworth,  Sir 
Michael  Wright  of  Britain  and 
Semyon  K.  Tsarapkin  of  Russia 
— met  privately  yesterday  and 
arranged  today’s  formal  session. 

INFORMED  sources  express- 
ed doubts  the  Soviets  would  drag 
he  U-2  spy  plane  issue  into  the 
nuclear  talks  which  have  been 
'•elatively  free  of  propaganda 
blasts  since  they  started  19 
months  ago. 

Tsarapkin  did  not  mention  the 
May  1 downing  of  the  U-2  in 
Russia  when  the  nuclear  test 
conference  recessed  May  12. 

THE  SUMMIT  failure  in  Paris 
iashed  hopes  the  three  nuclear 
oowers  now  would  make  some 
spectacular  progress  at  Geneva. 

Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S. 
Khrushchev,  British  Prime  Min- 
ister Harold  Macmillan  and 
^resident  Eisenhower  had  been 
-expected  to  lend  some  new  im- 
petus to  the  nuclear  conference 
Then  Khrushchev  wrecked  the 
summit. 

BOTH  WESTERN  and  Soviet 
leaders  have  said  recently  they 
want  to  press  on  here  with  what 
remains  the  most  likely  path 
toward  East-West  disarmament 
nnce  World  War  II. 

If  they  succeeded  in  making 
some  progress,  it  could  point  the 
way  toward  a new  summit  con- 
ference. 

NEVERTHELESS,  diplomats 
admit  the  summit  failure  tacked 
many  additional  months  onto  the 
nuclear  talks. 

Principal  stumbling  blocks 
are  these: 

THE  NUMBER  of  inspections 
each  side  would  get  to  check 
suspected  secret  underground 
explosions  on  the  other's  terri- 
tory.

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As  Graduates  Go 

When  the  last  senior  steps  from  the  platform  and 
commencement  exercises  for  Brigham  Young  University 
class  of  1960  close,  graduates  will  walk  out  into  a chal- 
lenging, troubled  world. 

It  would  be  a pretty  safe  guess  to  say  that  none  of 
the  1307  graduates  will  become  president  of  the  United 
States.  Some  will  become  great  leaders  in*  the  nation. 
Some  may  end  up  in  prison.  Idealistically  it  would  be 
nice  to  challenge  these  graduates  to  go  out  and  make 
their  mark  on  the  world.  Idealistically  we  should  charge 
them  with  the  responsibility  of  bringing  peace  to  a 
troubled  world,  and  bringing  understanding  to  replace 
the  strife  and  confusion  in  this  nation. 

But  w'hen  the  rosy  haze  of  idealism  is  dispersed, 
however,  and  the  graduates  are  faced  with  grim  reality, 
things  may  look  pretty  bleak.  A large  percentage  of 
the  graduates  are  women.  They  w'ill  probably  be  married 
within  a short  time,  if  they  aren’t  already  married.  Their 
ability  to  bring  peace  to  a troubled  world  is  definitely 
curtailed  by  the  necessity  of  bringing  peace  to  their 
homes. 

The  men  will  start  at  the  bottom,  for  the  most  part, 
in  business,  education,  industry.  Some  of  them  will  stay 
at  the  bottom.  In  any  case,  ordering  a stock  of  fall 
dresses  or  preparing  a financial  report  on  the  success 
of  a new  widget — doing  the  routine  things  a workaday 
job  demands — will  probably  appear  pretty  remote  from 
“bringing  peace  to  a troubled  world.” 

“What  is  this  idealism  worth  ?”  one  might  ask. 
“Why  not  face  facts  and  relax,  enjoy  being  nobody?” 
Why  not  indeed? 

The  reason  involves  a basic  human  element.  Joe 
Brown  may  not  go  to  Paris  but  he  has  to  face  his  summit 
just  as  did  Eisenhower.  Mary  Jones  won’t  be  appointed 
ambassador  to  Brazil  but  she  must  face  a Senate  as 
did  Claire  Booth  Luce.  Each  person,  is  a success  or  fail- 
ure only  in  as  much  as  he  meets  or  fails  to  meet  an  obli-^ 
gation  or  assignment  given  him. 

What  w'e  are  trying  to  say  was  summed  up  well 
by  a little  fellow  in  the  third  grade  who  boasted,  “I’m 
the  fastest  reader  in  the  slow  section.” 

When  everything  is  said  and  done  and  the  fact  re- 
mains that  the  man  who  sweeps  out  the  basement  of 
the  corporation  building,  and  does  it  well  and  faithfully, 
is  a better  man  than  the  president  of  that  corporation  if 
he  deceives  his  stockholders  or  deals  dishonestly. 

We  urge  the  graduates  to  go  out  from  this  insti- 
tution  with  the  determination  to  fulfill  their  obligations. 
We  would  urge  them,  as  President  Clark  urged  all  of  us, 
to  work  hard  and  long.  The  price  of  achievement  is 
diligence. 


Sand  in  Their  Shoes 

In  these  days  of  triteness  and  trivia  in  entertain- 
ment, it  is  refreshing  to  contemplate  another  presenta- 
tion of  Brigham  Young  University’s  “Sand  in  Their 
Shoes,”  the  dramatic  saga  of  the  memorable  i\Iormon 
Batalion.

WASHINGTON,  May  27  — 
(UPI) — Sen.  John  Marshall  But- 
ler (R-Md.)  declared  today  the 
pending  baseball  bill  would  be 
“harmful  to  the  sport,  perhaps 
fatal.”  He  pledged  to  oppose  it 
“at  every  stage  of  the  legislative 
process.” 

Butler  is  a member  of  the 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee 
which  currently  is  studying  the 
measure  offered  by  Sen.  Estes 
Kefauver  (D-Tenn.). 

IN  A STATEMENT.  Butler 
said  the  measure  was  “unwar- 
ranted” and  would  attempt  to 
toil  the  major  leagues  “how  to 
operate  their  business.”  He  said 
he  was  sure  it  would,  in  the  long 
run,  destroy  baseball's  basic 
strength — a minor  league  com- 
plex to  develop  major  league 
players. 

Butler  said  the  bill  seemed  to 
be  designed  “to  an  amazingly 
transparent  degree.  To  aid  a spe- 
cific group  — the  organizers  of 
the  proposed  Continental 
League.” 

SUPPORTERS  OF  the  Con- 
tinental League  backed  the  meas- 
ure in  hearings  last  week.  Or- 
ganized baseball  opposed  it.  Byt- 
ler  said  the  major  leagues  could 
expect  his  “unqualified  support.”

The  $1,825  senior  project  was  presented  to  the  Brigham 
Young  University  on  May  20  by  senior  class  president  George 
Jarvis. 

Accepting  the  scoreboard  for  BYU  were  studentbody 
president  Rex  Lee  and  athletic  director  Edwin  R.  Kimball. 

THE  PLANNING  of  the  senior  class  project  of  1960 
was  begun  in  the  fall  of  1957  .under  the  direction  of  Clayne 
Robinson  and  in  1958  by  Ralph  Finlayson.  The  majority  of 
the  planning  was  spent  in  raising  money  for  the  project. 

In  the  fall  of  1959  Dick  Robbins  became  the  chairman 
of  the  class  project.  Under  Robbins’  leadership  the  majority 
of  the  funds  were  raised  and  various  plans  were  considered. 

AFTER  MUCH  deliberation,  the  many  ideas  and  pro- 
posals were  narrowed  to  six.  These  six  were  then  submitted 
to  an  open  forum  for  discussion,  and  the  baseball  scoreboard 
idea  was  selected. 

With  the  assistance  of  Harold  Anderson  of  the  Physical 
Plant,  the  project  was  continued  by  the  class  officers  and 
cabinet  members  during  the  winter  of  1960.  The  Physical 
Plant  began  construction,  in  April  1960.  The  plans  showed- 
the  blue  and  white  scoreboard  to  be  electrically  equipped 
for  both  day  and  night  use.
